Claim R jections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Tyihak et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 2. 

The 6/23/03 amendments add the limitations that the reagent is "pre-deposited in 
the sorbent material" and that the analyte remains at the spot of contact with the sorbent 
material and the reagent. The remainder of the amendments adds "means" after 
"material". Tyihak et al. The Office has previously interpreted the claims as 
encompassing material means and no further comment is necessary. 

The Office maintains the art teaches reagent deposited in the sorbent material. 
The limitation to the analyte remaining at the spot of contact is an intended use and of 
no patentable moment with respect to the pending apparatus/system claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 17-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tyihak et al. 

See the appropriate paragraph of paper 2. 
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The amendments add "means" after "material", Tyihak et al. The Office has 
previously interpreted the claims as encompassing material means and no further 
comment is necessary. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/23/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicants argue Tyihak et al. does not teach a sorbent means that retains the 
analyte at the point of deposition. The Office maintains the claimed sorbent material is 
indistinguishable from Tyihak et al. and the method of intended use is of no patentable 
moment with respect to the pending device/system claims. 

Applicants reference the prosecution of USP 5,935,862 where it was pointed out 
that the instant invention is not conventional TLC. The Office notes USP 5,935,862 is 
directed to method claims and the Office agrees the instant method claims 1-11 do 
define over Tyihak et al. The contested claims are directed to a system/device, which is 
indistinguishable from Tyihak et al. The method of intended use of the 
apparatus/system is of no patentable moment.
